II.  GENERAL  PROVISIONS  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES 


Hospital  Service 

The  Royal  Cornwall  Infirmary,  Truro  and  the  East  Cornwall  Hospital, 
Bodmin,  provide  for  the  majority  of  hospital  patients  from  the  district.  The 
nearest  maternity  unit  is  in  Redruth.  Ante-natal  and  gynaecological  patients 
attend  a  consultant  clinic  in  Wadebridge. 

County  Council  Services 


Ambulance  Service 

The  district  is  served  by  the  vehicle  maintained  by  the  Padstow  Red 
Cross  Detachment  and  by  Codnty  Council  ambulances  based  on  Bodmin.  The 
service  was  adequate  during  the  year. 


Infant  Welfare  Centre 

The  Centre  was  held  fortnightly  in  the  Church  Rooms,  Padstow,  for  the 
purpose  of  advising  on  child  care  and  for  immunisation  and  vaccination. 

These  are  undertaken  by  two  nurses  doing  combined  duties.  Both  are 
•  qualified  in  the  administration  of  gas  end  air  analgesia.

Refuse  Collection 

The  Credis  dump  continued  in  use  during  the  year.  The  site  was 
subject  to  improved  control  and  only  caused  complaint  from  a  nearby  farm. 
The  volume  of  refuse  increases  greatly  during  the  summer  months  and  a 
considerable  saving  in  the  cost  of  disposal  could  be  achieved  if  the  large 
quantities  of  paper  waste  and  cardboard  containers  were  burned  at  home.

VII.  PREVALENCE  &  CONTROL  OF

One  case  of  paralytic  poliomyelitis  was  notified  but  the  diagnosis  was 
not  confirmed.  Contacts  and  cases  of  tuberculosis  were  supervised  during  the 
year.  Contacts  were  tuberculin  tested  and  offered  B.C.G.  vaccination  where 
required.  The  Mass  radiography  unit  visited  Bodmin  and  all  Padstow  school 
children  in  their  final  year  were  offered  X.Ray.  No  significant  findings 
were  observed.  Children  in  their  14th  year  were  tuberculin  tested  and  offered 
B.C.G.  vaccination. 
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
